Special Education Brings 
Double BenefitsToSchool 
Miss RutledgeTells Boards 


Tile public school system re 
cejves 'double benefits from the 
special education program, Miss 
Elizabeth Rutledge, supervisor of 
special education in the county's 
schools, told Adams County school 
directors in a panel discussion of 
aew developments in public schools 
at the annual convention-picnic 
of the county directors today at 
the South Mountain Fairgrounds, 
“The program for special serv­ 
ices for pupils improves instruc­ 
tion both directly and indirectly,” 
Miss 
Rutledge 
pointed 
out 
“Schools benefit directly by pro­ 
viding .special programs for chil­ 
dren 
win) are severely 
handi­ 
capped in various ways and indi­ 
rectly in that it relieves the teach- 
er in the regular classroom to 
deal with her primary teaching 
function more effectively." 
Miss Rutledge noted that special 
education services can involve up 
to 30 per cent of the school age 
pupils. Presently dose to one pu­ 
pil in every IO in the public schools 
benefits directly from the special 
education services. 


T H IN G S H AVE C H A N G ED 
Miss Rutledge's remarks follow 
in part; 
“Not so very long ago, especial­ 
ly before the depression of the 
early 30 s, teachers appeared to 
be teaching all of the children of 
all of the people all of the time. 
However it appeared, this was 
not really trite because many ex­ 
cept loi.al children never got to 
school 
at all and many more 
dropped out early when commu­ 
nity social rejection reached the 
point where neither the parents 
nor the child could tolerate it. 
But the idea that teachers must 
be all things to all children has 
been 
remarkably 
persistent 
in 
some areas even today. 
‘‘Keeping in mind that perhaps 
only through change in our basic 
institutions such as our schools 
can we survive, let us look more 
closely at one of these changes 
— special education. 
“People often say to me ‘I ad­ 
mire what you are doing, but I 
wouldn’t change places with you,’ 
and I have begun to see the nar­ 
rowness of the image such people 
have of special services to chil­ 
dren. It seems I am seen only as 
the local representative of a move­ 
ment which pours quantities of 
money down a bottomless pit. 
changing 
nothing. 
This 
seems 
more than a bit unrealistic when 
you consider that my primary job 
is the development and adminis­ 
tration of programs for the train 
lido retarded, the educable re­ 
tarded, the visually handicapped, 
the speech handicapped, the phys­ 
ically handicapped and most re 
cently the gifted and the emotion­ 
ally and socially handicapped as 
well as the environmentally de 
priced.

AND 6TH APPLE 
SPRAYS LISTED

Farm 
Agent Frank S fettle has mailed 
spray letters to county fruitmen 
containing instructions for a pre- 
har est spray for peaches, a post­ 
harvest spray for cherries and the 
sixth cover spray for apple orch­ 
ards. 
Noting that brown rot control! 
is important for peaches at this 
stage, Zettle. in consultation with 
Penn State University specialists, 
advises the peach spray about 20 
days before harvest time. If wet 
weather develops near or during 
the harvest periods extra applica­ 
tions of captan must be used, the 
growers are told. 
Oriental fruit moth is present in 
most orchard areas and this spray 
is intended to prevent the worms 
from entering the fruit. Mites also 
have been found in some orchards 
and Japanese beetles may attack 
early ripening varieties. 
M O T H E M E R G IN G 
In the letter to cherry growers, 
Zettle notes that leaf spot has 
developed very slowly due to the 
dry weather and this postharvext 
spray should be applied to control 
leaf spot during the remainder of 
the season. There is also danger 
of cherry trees being defoliated 
by Japanese beetles. The spray is 
to be applied as soon as the fruit 
has been picked. 
.Second generation codling moth 
adults 
are 
emerging 
in 
apple 
orchards and the worms are enter­ 
ing the apples. Zettle notes in his 
letter giving advice on the sixth 
cover spray for the season. Red 
banded leaf rollers are not abun­ 
dant but mites are present in most 
orchards and with dry, hot weather 
could cause more trouble. The 
chief disease problems at this sea­ 
son are fruit rots and sooty blotch 
and, in some orchards, apple scab. 
This sixth cover spray is to follow 
the last spray by 14 to 16 days.

Cvetic, a former American coun­ 
terspy whose mother died beiiev 
ing him a traitor, is dead at 53. 
He succumbed Thursday as he 
waited in his car to take a lest 
for a driver’s license. 
Known widely as an anti-Com- 
munist crusader, he was the au 
thor of the books "Nine Years i 
Counterspy 
for the 
FBI” 
and 
“The Big Decision.” 
At th*1 FBI’s request, Cvetic 
joined the Communist party in 
1941 in Pittsburgh, where he was 
born and reared. His undercover 
work ended in 1950 in dramatic 
testimony before a congressiona 
committee. 
He once said that his wife left 
him when she learned he was 
Communist and eventually won a 
divorce. His mother, an Austrian 
immigrant, died in 1949 convinced 
he had betrayed his country. 
His prime mission for the reds: 
To infiltrate America's scientific 
legal, medical, governmental, so­ 
cial, health and welfare fields. 
He attended more than 3,000 
meetings of American and Soviet 
Communists and in 1949 helped 
organize the Labor Youth League 
Disclosure of his undercover ac 
tivities resulted in a series of 
magazine articles, a motion pie 
ture starring Frank Lovejoy as 
Cvetic, and a radio series featur 
ing Dana Andrews.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Gen- 
eral Electric Co. has agreed to 
pay a record $7.47 million to 
settle damage suits that fol­ 
lowed conviction of the com­ 
pany in a price-fixing case, the 
Justice Department announced 
today.

Another million will go to the 
government for purchases from

General Electric was one of 
19 defendants in ll civil dam­ 
age suits filed by the govern­ 
ment since March.
